Phone them 


man Shell Bursts Within 


Less Than 50 Yards of His 


FIRST LINE TRENCHES - 
INSPECTED BY BAKER 


Secretary Even Went to a 
Listening Post and Peeped 
Into No Man’s: Land—He 
Makes an Address to the 
“Rainbow Division.” 


With the American Army in France, 


March 20,—(By the Associated Press.) 
Secretary Baker and his baptism of 


fire Tuesday morning in the front line 
trenches, and while he was returning 
a German shell burst within less than 
50 yards of his motor car. He was 


not injured. 


in a sector where American troops face 
the enemy near by. For half an hour 
he plodded over the duck boards. The 
Germans maintained an active fire 
with heavy pieces and machine guns. 
Nevertheless Mr. Baker made his way 
to an advanced sap, entered a listen- 
ing post and talked for several min- 
utes with the soldier on duty there. 
But the nafrowest shave was on his 
return to headquarters. The German 
shell, of. 105 millimeters, roared down 
and burst cleanly less than 50 yards 


from the automobile containing the 
secretary of war and the escorting of- 
ficers. The shell hit a roadside dug- 
out, digging a big crater. Mr. Baker 
wished to stop and ascertain whether 
there were men in the dugout, but the 
chauffeur, realizing the danger,. opened 
the throttle and made his best speed 
until the danger zone was passed.

The party re-entered the motor and 
was driven to the selected point, as far 
forward as motoring was safe.

Baker walked over the shell-cratered 
region to a communication trench. He 


trench coat, khaki breeches and boots 
borrowed from a colonel of about his 
size. He also put on a shrapnel hel- 


met. 
Baker Carried Gas Mask. 


The secretary was first put through 
the regular gas mask drill. He car- 
ried his mask slung at the prescribed 
position when he went in. A sentry 
halted the party as it was entering 


the trench and demanded a pass. 

“Division commander and secretary 
of war,” replied the general. 

“Didn’t you know that was the sec- 
retary?” the sentry was asked as the 
party passed by, 

“Yes, sir, no sir,” stammered the con- 
fused soldier. 

Mr. Baker displayed the keenest curi- 
osity in the surroundings, asking ex- 

lanations of every unfamiliar thing, 
its purpose and use, and frequently 
breaking in with interrogations as 
technical matters were being explain- 
ed. Several times he asked the caliber 
of shells which burst close by. 

se that’s a machine gun!” he ex- 
claimed when one opened up from the 
American trench. 

Often the secretary stopped to speak 
to the men,, asking homely questions 
such as: Well, how is it going?” or 
“where are you from?" 

“Fine, sir, or “going very well, sir,” 
was the usual reply. Once the secre- 
tary asked a private if much was go- 


ng on. 
“ “Tt’'s pretty quiet, sir,” came the easy 
response. 

Mr. Baker’s questions showed famili- 
arity with trench construction and 
technicalities which had been gained 
from study. There was no mistaking 
his unrestrained and eager interest. 

Troops from Ohio were among those 
in the trench. Several of the men were 
known personally to Mr. Baker, and 
he talked freely with them about their 
homes and families. The secretary 
kept up running comment upon the | 
strangeness of the circumstances under 
which men from all over America were 
fighting in distant France. Once he 
remarked: “I have,been from farm to 
factory at home, and now I am in the 
front line.” 


Baker at Listening Post. 


Finally, notwithstanding the pro- 
tests of the officer, Mr. Baker made his 
way through the sap to the listening 
post. Peeping over the parapet into 
No Man’s land, he said: 

Now I am on the frontier of Free- 
dom.” | 

The secretary asked the listening 
post sentinel if he saw Germans often. 

“Not very often, sir,” was the re- 
sponse. Then he asked whether the 
Americans’ shooting was better than 
that of the enemy and seemed greatly 
ere at the emphatic reply, “yes, 
ge Rag 


Mr. Baker entered dugouts and in- 
spected other features of trench war- 
fare as far as possible, being given 
miniature demonstrations of every- 
thing experienced in the American sec- 
tor. His determination not to overlook 
anything frequently ee the gen- 
eral to exercise restraint. 

Returning to the trench Mr. Baker 
encountered a working party laying 
duck boards. He saw a hammer lying 
in the mud, stooped over and picked it 
up, and handed it to a soldier. 

“You need not do that sir,” said the 


man. 

“Well, the mud is so deep that I 
thought it might ‘get lost,“ said Mr. 
Baker. 

Returning the secretary saw a little 
roadside rs where are buried 
Americans who ave fallen in that 
vicinity. Over it floated the ‘tri-color, 
Nearby were a few French civilians 
who were decorating the graves. He 
entered the cemetery and with grave, 
sad face read the names on the simple 
monuments. While he was there a 
burial squad of Americans marched in 
of a comrade.

demolishing the car and maiming and 
bruising all save one of the occupants. 

Mrs. Mary Bradshaw, of Fairfax, 
Ala.; her son, Herbert Bradshaw, and 
Dave Blustin, driver of the car, all fie 
in Grady hospital. Mrs. Bradshaw, 
whose skull is feared fractured, is in 
a critical condition, while her son and 
the chauffeur are suffering from less 
dangerous injuries. Mrs. J. E. Howell, 
daughter of Mrs. Bradshaw, the fourth 
occupant of the car, escaped unscathed 
from the wreck. 

The party came to Atlanta from their 
home in the Alabama town, to see a 
younger member of the family, 8. A. 
Bradshaw, of the 325th Ambulance com- 
pany at Camp Gordon, and renting the 
car were on their way to the camp. 

At a point about 200 yards from the 
camp, where the Southern railway 
tracks cross the roadway, a freight 
train was seen approaching and the 
chauffeur stopped his car at the edge 
of the tracks and was throwing his en- 
gine into reverse to back away, when 
a protruding portion of the engine 
caught the side of the machine, hurling 
it twenty feet with its helpless pas- 
sengers entangled in the wreck. 

The train was stopped and assistance

A BARRIER TO PROGRESS. 


F. 8. Ethridge, a prominent Atlanta 
banker, returned a few days ago from a tour 
of Florida, upon which he traveled over the 
highways of a large part of the state. His 
observation was that as a whole the main 
country thoroughfares of Florida are better 


paved than are the streets of Atlanta! 

There is a large element of truth in that 
statement—and along the same line the 
communication from Judge T. E. Patterson, 
chairman of the state highway commission, 
which appears in another column of this 
page, offers food for serious thought. 

In Florida, as both Mr. Ethridge and 
Judge Patterson atfest, one can travel hun- 
dreds of miles, from town to town, and 
never get off a paved highway. Nor does 
this mean a dirt, gravel or macadam-paved 
road, nor any other form of temporary sur- 
facing; but it means well paved, brick 
Mighways. 

Today, between Atlanta and Macon — over 
the spinal column of the state the highway 
which, at one point or another, carries 90 
per cent of the overland traffic through the 
state north and south, or vice versa, is al- 
most impassable three months of the year, 
notwithstanding that in a stretch of less 
than 100 miles it connects two of the main 
cities of the state, one being the capital, and 
passes all the way through one of the rich- 
est sections of Georgia. 

This remarkable contrast between the 
highways of Florida and of Georgia—the 
one state immensely wealthier than the 

- other, and with several times more popula- 
tion—shows that there is something basicly, 
fundamentally wrong with the Georgia sys- 
tem; that Georgia is being held back in its 
development by an “old-man-of-the-sea” from 
which Florida is free. 

What is it? 

There is room for no possible doubt, as 
Judge Patterson says, that it is our damna- 

ple, effete, archaic constitutional restriction 

governing the issuing of bonds! 
Judge Patterson errs in saying that un- 
der our system “it takes a two-thirds vote 
of all of the qualified voters” to carry a 
bond election in Georgia. It is worse than 
that tar worse. It requires a two-thirds 
majority over all who were “qualified vot- 


bert at the last general electlon—that 1s, 
whose names appear on the last general 
_ @lection registration books! 

' Obviously, just as the chairman of the 
highway commission makes plain, that mis- 
_-@rable proscription is holding the state back 
and throttling its progress—not only in the 

matter of road-building, but in all other 
| phases of community development—giving, 
as it does, dead men, insane men and con- 
| sett men who have left the state since the 
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The law-enforcement machinery through - 
out the state cannot deal too sternly with 
the able-bodied man who refuses to take a 
job and “earn his bread in the sweat of his 
brow.” 

And those who do refuse to work on 
their own initiative and of their own voll- 
tion should be corraled in a stockade and 
made to work for the community under the 
direction of the law. 


GIVE A BOOK. 


Under the direction of the Library War 
service, and at the request of the war de- 
partment, the American Library association 
is in the midst of a one-week “drive,” the 
objective of which is to procure as many 
books as possible for the soldiers, both in 
the training camps and overseas. 

Those in active charge of the work in 
Atlanta hope before the close of the week's 
campaign to be able to provide at least 
2,000 volumes for the soldiers in this imme- 
diate vicinity, but many more than that 
number would be highly acceptable. In fact, 
it is said, Camp Gordon alone could use 
10,000 volumes if that many is made 
available. 

The appeal is made to the citizens, not 
for money with which to buy books, but for 
books—books that are occupying space and 
doing no good on the shelves of home and 
Office libraries. 

It is an appeal that is actuated by a real 
need and founded upon reason and merit; 
and it is one to which every citizen who 
owns a library can well afford to respond. 
The call for books has been sounded by 
General Pershing, and who, in anticipation 
of the response which undoubtedly will be 
forthcoming, recently issued an order set- 
ting aside fifty tons of cargo space monthly 
for the use of the Library association’ for 
the transportation of books for the use of 
the American forces in France. 

In the appeal for books for the soldiers 
stress is laid upon— 


The large amount of time which a 
soldier has for recreation of some kind; 
the loneliness and emptiness of his un- 
employed hours; the value of books in 
maintaining the morale of the troops; the 
necessity of books to mén With the read- 
ing habit; the opportunity to develop 
the reading habit among men who do not 
have it; the moral effect of good read- 
ing in preventing hours of idleness filled 
with temptation; the necessity of books 
in educating the armed men of foreign 
extraction in the language, literature, 
history and ideals of the United States; 


the usefulness of books to men seeking 
efficiency in war and to those seeking 
promotion, and the effect of books in 
preparing the soldiers and sailors for 
better positions in civil life and normal 
occupations after the war.” 

Here, then, is a way in which almost 
every householder can, at nominal expense 
to himself, be of material service, both in 
the winning of the war and in helping to 
equip the men who do the actual fighting 
for an advanced position in civilian life, 
following the war; and let us hope that 
Atlanta will measure up fully to its duty in 
this instance, as it invariably does. 

If it does, the boys at Camp Gordon will 
be richer by many times 2,000 volumes of 
wholesome reading matter before the “book 
drive” comes to a close at the end of this 


week. 


RIGHT, ALSO IN ERROR. 


When, in his speech in the réichstag last 
Tuesday, Chancellor von Hertling said that, 
“among the entente there is not the slight- 
est inclination to abandon the war,” he 
spoke precisely the truth. 

The libertyoving peoples of the Woti 
are, it is true, bleeding— bleeding badly— 
but they are far from being bled white yet; 
and, so far as the United States is con- 
cerned, it has “not begun to fight!” And 
so far as abandoning the war, that is, this 
side of absolute victory, indeed, that is the 
farthest possible from our inclinations! 

However, when the German chancellor 
added: — but, rather, the intention is 
manifested to continue this terrible combat 
till we are destroyed,” he was in error, and 
knew that he was in error. 

Von Hertling knows, as the whole world 
knows, that the purpose of the United States 
and its associate nations in this war is not 
and never has been to destroy the German 
people or any other people, nor the German 
nor any other government; but simply, sole- 
ly and essentially to destroy Prussianism—

Change Bond Election Law 
Then Build Permanent Roads, 
Says Judge T. E. Patterson 


Editor Constitution: I have just 
turned from a trip from Waycross, Ga., to 
Miami, Fla, which I took with Mr. W. T. 
Anderson and Mr. Ralph Dunwoody, of The 
Macon Telegraph. This trip was made on 
invitation of the chamber of commerce of 
Miami, and from Jacksonville to Miami we 
were accompanied by the members of the 
highway department of the state of Florida, 
for the purpose of seeing the highway de- 
velopmént of Florida along the east coast 
and learn anything that we might on such 
trip that would be an advantage to the state 
of Georgia. The road from Waycross to 
Jacksonville (80 miles in length) is in such 
wretched condition that it was thought that 
a trip of this kind would aid in inducing 
the improvement of that part of the road. 
The road from Jacksonville to Miami, with 
the excéption of a few short stretches, ig 
wonderful, and it is most remarkable that 
some of the counties along that route were 
able to build such a road. I was very anx- 
ious to see this road and confer with some 
of the officials and people interested in road 
work in Florida in order to ascértain how 
this road and other hard surfaced roads in 
Florida had been constructed. I found that 
these roads were constructed by bond issues 
of the counties without any outside aid, either 
state or federal. Under the laws of Plorida 
county bonds can be issued for road pur- 
poses by a majority vote in an election 
held for that purpose. Under this law it is 
not So hard to issue bonds, because if the im- 
provement sought to be made is really of 
public benefit, a majority of the voters vot- 
ing in the election may easily be obtained 
therefor. 

I think that this is absolutely correct and 
should be the law of Georgia, because if a 
majority of the voters voting at an election 
may elect our officials who make, construe 
and execute our laws, there is no real good 
reason why a majority should not incur a 
debt for the public good and for the inter- 
nal development of the county or municipal- 
ity. 

Under our system where it takes a two- 
thirds vote of all the qualified voters of the 
county in favor of bonds it is almost im- 
possible to pass a bond issue, because of 
the difficulty in securing the attendance of 
that number of voters at a special election. 

I make this observation in view of The 
Constitution’s editorials in which I heartily 
concur. We must get rid of our antiquated 
bond ‘election law and give our municipalities 
and counties the right to use their resources 
in needed public improvements, such as pub- 
lic roads. 

I do not believe that a bond issue is ad- 
visable for the construction of temporary 
dirt roads that are not permanent in charac- 
ter, but when it is a desire to construct a 
hard surfaced road that will be good for 
many years and will ald in developing the 


re- 


property 

it is absolutely just and equitable that these

“While it would be premature to draw 
any conclusion from the announcement 
made officially that a portion of our troops 
are about Badonviller, have, indeed, taken 
a German trench in this region, the news 
does, nevertheless, furnish a justification for 
speculation. 

We know that American troops are to hold 
the whole Lorraine front, exception being 
made for the Verdun sector. We know 
that Americam troops have been for some 
weeks holding a small but interesting sec- 
tion of trenches north of Toul and south of 
the St. Mihtel Salient. These troops are, 
in fact, on the extreme western end of what 
we may call the prospective American front. 
Now the new sector in which American 
troops are fighting is exactly at the other 
end of this American sector of Lorraine, 
and covers the old fortress of Epinal, as 
the first American position covers Toul, 
but many miles further distant from it. 


It ie at least a fair guess then, that 
we have begun to take over our whole sé€c- 
tor by putting our first divisions at either 
extremity. On the other hand, it may be 
that our troops ere merely being trained 
in the Badonviller line; and that once they 
have been trained under French direction 
on the front, they will be brought over to 
the Tot region and put in with their com- 
rades before Toul. But, in any event.) Amer- 
icans should find it interesting to study 
the may “ef the front between Toul and 
Epinal, ith Xivray and Badonviller as the im- 
mediate points at the extremeties, because 
this is thé front that we shall in all prob- 
ability hold from end to end by this time 
next year. 

Again, as one examines the map of this 
American front of the future, it is interest- 
ing to note that the new sector at Badon- 
viller is only a few miles south of that 
point in the line where our first troops had 
their baptism of fire. Through German of- 
ficial reports we were informed months ago 
that “North Americans had been captured 
near the point Where the Rhine-Marne canal 
crosses the firigz line, which is marked on 
the maps as the Forest of Parroy, and we 
have, since then, all seen the pictures of 
the graves of our first American troops, who 
are buried in France. They rest in the 
little town of Bathelmont, on the Luneville- 
Chateau Saline highway less than six miles 
from Lune ville. 

Our troops were suddenly moved out of 
this earlier position for reasons generally 
known now, but perhaps still unwise to 
print. The next notice we had of Ameri- 
can troops on the line was when we took 
over the Xivray-Selcheprey sector on the St. 
Mihiel salient north of Toul. Thus our 
troops have now been at three points on 
their prospective front and a certain num- 
ber of officers are beginning to be familiar 
with this Lorraine sector as a whole. 


On Edge of Vosges Mountains. 

The Badonviller front is on the edge of 
the Vosges mountains and south and east 
of the town, which numbered rather less 
than 2,000 inhabitants before the war and 
was chiefly famous for the number of times 
it had been burned down in the last cen- 
tury in periods of full peace. The ground 
there rises rapidly toward the Donon, one 
of the more considerable of the Vosges sum- 
mits. Badonviller the the terminus of a 
branch railway which comes up from Bac- 
carat on thé Meurthe. Through it, coming 
southeast from Luneville is a first rate 
highway, Which, beyond Badonviller, enters 
the forests and hills of the Vosges and 


| crosses the old frontier a few miles to the 
east, circling about the Donon to reach the 


Bruche valley and ultimately Strassburg. 

Badonviller, like Xivray, has no special 
military importance. It is just a point in 
the long line, the extreme point, it would

THE WASSERMANN TEST. 

Competent authorities have estimated 
that there are approximately ten million 
syphilitic individuals in America. That 
means perhaps one in every twelve persons 
is infected, and the greater part innocently 
or by inheritance... The figures seem large; 
let us compromise on one in every twenty 
individuals. Statistics are necessarily lim- 
ited, because patients are unwilling to ad- 
mit infection in the majority of cases, and 
private practitioners are in duty bound to 
keep stich information confidential. The 
estimates are therefore founded on the ex- 
perience of large clinics, hospitals and other 
institutions, and naturally healthy people do 
not patronize these institutions. 

Since the discovery of the cause of 
syphilis, the Spirocheta pallida, the diagno- 
sis of the disease has become more ceftain 
in mild or doubtful cases. Today the Spi- 
rocheta may be found by microscopic exami- 
nation of material from the primary sore or 
cancer and the diagnosis thus made certain at 
the very beginning of the disease, thus en- 
abling the physician to treat the patient vig- 
orously and effectively without waiting for 
secondary signs to confirm the diagnosis. 
And in later stages of the disease the blood 
test, known as the Wassermann reaction, has 
come to be a rather helpful agent in diag- 
nosis and treatment. But is the Wasser- 
mann test the positive test popularly sup- 
posed? Does a negative test mean that the 
patient has no syphilis? Does a positive 
test mean that he has ‘syphilis irrespective 
of other signs? 

Certainly not. The Wassermann reaction 
is not a bacteriological ‘test at all. If it 
were, its significance. would be final. It is 
merely a chemical reaction, and a very deli- 
Gate one at that. Much depends on the 
personal equation of the laboratory expert 
who makes the test, The same blood speci- 
men or spinal fluid tested by two different 
laboratories has repeatedly given positive 
and negative results—one laboratory makes 
the patient syphilitic; the other does not. 

A Wassermann reaction is nothing more 
than confirmation of the physician’s tenta- 
tive diagnosis of syphilis, and not final con- 
firmation in all cases either. 

The Wassermann reaction 
tionally employed in large public institu- 
tions. A recent study by Drs. Symmers, Dar- 
lington and Bittman of the post-mortem 
findings in 331 cases at Bellevue hospital, 
New York city, demonstrates the unwisdom 
of relying upon a positive or negative “blood 
test“ alone in the diagnosis of syphilis. The 
investigators reached these cohcltisiéns: 

The Wassermann reactfon in the living | 
patient, as carried out at Bellevue hospital, 


gives a negative result in from 31 to 56 per 


cent of cases (depending on the antigen 
employed in the test) in which the charac- 
teristic anatomic signs of syphilis are found 
post-mortem. 

The Wassermann test in the living pa- 
tient is reported positive (that is, indicates 
syphilis) in at least 30 per cent of cases in 
which no lesions of syphilis can be found 
post-mortem. 

It would appear, then, that this “blood 
test” is actually as unreliable as is a find- 
ing of albumin in the-urine or the presence 


of a visible sediment, in so far as diagnos- 


tic significance is concerned. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS,

You stated in one article that constipa- 
tion did not always cause autointoxication. 
Please state what other conditions may 
cause it. (F. M. 8.) 

ANSWER—Many individuals are consti- 
pated, yet have no avwtointoxication. It de- 
pends, perhaps. on the situation of the stasis 
or stagnation. If in the lower bowel. (de- 
scending colon) there would be little or no 
systemic absorption (autointoxication); if in 
the higher part of the colon there would be 
more or less autointoxication. Persons who 
habitually overeat or eat too hurriedly often 
suffer considerably from the various symp- 
toms of autointoxication, although not from 
constipation perhaps. Indeed, the arterial 
hardening or cardio-vascular degeneration 
(heart muscle failure, Bright's disease, apo- 
plexy) ultimately produced by overeating 
and the autointoxication accompanying this 
universal bad habit, may develop without 
any constipation whatever.

He was 12 miles from 
the front at one place and 14 miles 
from Domremy, the little town made 
famous as the birthplace of Joan of 
Are. The American troops are billet- 
ed in small towns of from 2,000 to 
3.900 population. The people live in 
stone houses and the farmers not only 
live in town, but keep their stock with 
them. | 
In speaking of the battle of the 
Marne, Dr. Lyon says that it is now 
generally believed that the defeat and 
retreat of the Germans was due to 
drink. The Germans had captured im- 
mense quantities of wine and the offi- 
cers became brutally and insensibly 
drunk. German troops are no godd 
without their officers and the drunken 
debauch of the officers resulted in suf- 
ficient delay to permit the commander 
of the Paris army to rush sufficient 
troops to stay the invader. Drink and 
the resourcefulness of the Paris com- 
mander were the two direct causes of 
the Germans’ defeat at the Marne. 
Verifies German Cruelty. 
Dr. Lyon was able to verify many 
cases of German brutality and terror- 
ism. He says there are thousands of 
children in Belgium and northern 
France who are the offspring of Ger- 
mans. <As to morality among French 
women, Dr. Lyon says that in the small 
towns and villages, the women are 
virtuous almost without exception. In 
the cities, however, fully 98 per cent 
of the prostitutes are diseased, and 
these are the women who have caused 
such havoc among the troops of Eng- 
land. 
While in London, a bomb ‘from a 
German raider dropped within five 
blocks of the hotel where he was stay- 
ing and killed 60 people. He says the 
spirit among the German troops is 
grim determination. Dr.. Lyon has a 
son, Lieutenant Merle Lyon, in the reg- 
ular infantry at Camp Greene.

On motion of Major C. Downing, of 
Glynn county, the conference passed 
a resolution calling the attention of 
the National Council of Defense to the 
unprotected condition, to the impor- 
tant and deep water port, of Brunswick 
and asking that action be taken to in- 
sure proper and adequate defense by 
the war department of the nation. 

Following a report made by Mrs. J. 
K. Ottley, chairman of the Georgia li- 
brary commission, Mr. M. L. Brittain 
introduced a; motion unanimously 
adopted asking the indorsement of the 
state council of a measure before the 
legislature for the ‘appropriation of 
$5,000 afnually for the state library 
commission, with a special view to the 
establishment and maintenance of 
working libraries for the rural dis- 
tricts. 

At the request of the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man placed before the conference the 
indorsement the W. C. T. U. will pre- 
sent to congress asking the curtail- 
ment of breweries in the interest of 
conservation. The request was made 
by Miss Patterson, of the W. C. T. U. 

Tribute to Philip Cook. 

A tribute of high esteem was paid 
the memory of the late Philip Cook, sec- 
retary of state, when the conference 
passed resolutions of regret. Mr. Lee 
Ashcraft ‘brought the regrets of Gov- 
ernor Dorsey to the concluding ses- 
sions, his attendance at the funeral of 
a member of his official family and 
unforeseen state business taking him 
to the executive office. 

In line with the program which was 
to obtain reports of war emergency 
work in those counties awake to the 
needs, and to plan for a broader and 
more far-reaching work, the reports 
of county council. chairmen were fol- 
lowed by brief statements from the 
heads of many departments of active 
war work.

Men Needed in Shipyards. 

The head of the admiralty empha- 
sized the importance of the gradual 
withdrawal of men from the army for 
the shipyards, so that the army should 
not be impaired and that men might 
be replaced by efficient substitutes. 
The yards were gradually getting from 
the army all skilled and semi-skilled 
shipyard men, he said, but there was 
still a considerable deficiency which 
must be filled by newly trained men 
by dilution and by grading up. 

The output of repair work, continued 
Sir Eric, had increased in February, 
1918, as compared with August, 1917, 
by 80 per cent, ten times more naval 
craft were docked for repairs in the 
last quarter of last year than in peace 
time and more than 3,000 ships were 
dealt with in that period. The men 
sO employed might have produced a 
half million tons of merchant shipping 
if they had been engaged in building.

Output of Munitions. 


The great effort in construction and 
repair work had been made, the first 
lord pointed out, concurrently with the 
enormous increase in the output of mu- 
nitions. The output of guns and am- 
munition in 1917 was nearly double 
that of the previous year and the out- 
put of airplanes was two and one-half 
times as large, while arrangements 
were in progress during 1917 providing 
for great increases this year.
